r p H E church building proper is Fourteenth

Century Gothic, which the Pile airns con­ 
sider a logical and genuine form. 
Th* 150- 
foot tower gracefully commands a wide pan­ 
orama. 
T he colorful 
stained-glass 
windows 
tell the story of the Sacred Scriptures, and the 
entire building inspires awe. 
I he cathedral is not the only passion of 
Millionaire Raymond Pitcairn. Besides stained 
glass he is also interested rn music. 
H is col­ 
lection of rare Stradivanu* violins, old 
cellae 
and violas, is said to be worth $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Often he sponsors conceits in his home for the 
enjoyment of the villagers, 
Raym ond’s brother. H arold Pitcairn, has a 
home immediately to tile Ie it of the cathedral 
on the very same knoll. 
There is no dividing 
line between tile grounds at the cathedral and 
his home. 
G uided by a blue an stocking,

N the days of long ago, the American ma 
and pa piled their children into the fam­ 
ily buggy of a Sunday, said “Giddap” 
to the horse, and drove off to the distant 
community church. 
W hen they arrived, a bit shaken up, they 
hitched the hard-working nag to the rack pro­ 
vided for its safekeeping, and went inside the 
place of worship, confident that when they 
came out they would find a rested norse ready 
to draw his heavy load home again fot a late 
Sunday dinner. 
A few years ago the horse began to make 
its exit 
Hitching posts remained as quaint 
symbols of another day. 
The new generation, 
with its love of speed, noise and excitement, 
raced to and from church meeting in gay-col­ 
ored roadsters. 
But now a third stage is here. 
Even the 
automobile has become too tame a vehicle for 
this air-minded generation. 
Strange as it may 
sound, people nowadays even want to fly to 
church. 
This has become a reality in Bryn Athyn, a 
picturesque hamlet in the hills of Pennsylvania, 
about 2 0 miles from Philadelphia. 
Thera it 
is possible to land right on the church** steep 
lawn. hop out, stay for the services and then 
fly home again in time for Sunday dinner, even 
though you may live many miles away. 


n n H I S Cathedral Church at Bryn Athyn, a 
W elsh word meaning "H ill of Cohesion,” 
has no airplane field for parking planes on its 
grounds, but if you fly a windmill plane, that 
lands in a space the size of its own shadow, 
you can use the lawn for landing and take 
right off again into the clouds without any 
trouble. 
lf you prefer to ride in a conventional plane, 
you may park it at an air field only four miles 
away from the church and come the rest of the 
way in an automobile. 
From five to six thou­ 
sand 
visitors a 
week 
visit 
this 
magnificent 
Gothic cathedral— 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 came in the last 
12 months— and many of them arrived by 
plane 
from distant 
parts of the 
state 
and 
country. 
A s a matter of fact, Harold Pitcairn, presi­ 
dent 
of 
the American 
Autogiro 
Company, 
brings his cream and green plane down on the 
slope of the church hill every evening and 
takes od from the tame spot every morning. 
H is large stone home is built on the tame knoll 
as the Cathedral Church, and Mr. Pitcairn flies 
back and forth to his aircraft factory every day, 
scorning any other method of transportation. 
You see, ii is only right that the Cathedral 
Church at Bryn Athyn should be the very first 
airplane church in America, because the very

planes fly back and forth 
across the ornate spires of

cathedral, presenting a most 
paradoxical sight. 
H ere is 
a striking and dram atic ex­ 
ample of the wedding of the 
very old and the very new, 
both 
emanating 
from 
the 
minds, i m a g i n a t i o n and 
wealth of the same family. 
If you’ve never heard ol 
Bryn A thyn, you’ll be in­ 
terested to know that this 
quaint quiet borough, with 
its 
cluster 
of 
charming 
houses and gardens hugging 
the picturesque rolling hills 
and valleys, was incorporat­ 
ed in 1916 with the provi­ 
sion that only Swedenborgians may own land 
there. 
Swedenborgians are followers of the religious 
teachings of Emanuel Swedenborg, a Swedish 
theologian, philosopher, scientist and scholar of 
the 
eighteenth 
century. 
W hen 
Swedenborg 
was 57, he proclaimed that he had heard the 
voice of G od and urged Christians to form a 
new church based on his interpretation of the 
Bible. 
T here is only one other such community as 
Bryn Athyn in this country— at G len View, 
near Chicago. 
But there are a number ol 
other Swedenborgian churches in the world, in 
C anada, England, France and Belgium, with 
about 6 0 0 0 adherents in all. 


O W E D E N B O R G IA N S . or members of the

New C hurch of Jerusalem, as they call 
themselves, believe that the only just laws are 
those which emanate from the T en Comm and­ 
ments.

Hie inhabitants of 
Bryn 
Athyn 
are hospitable 
and 
home loving. 
T hey do not 
go in for many worldly pleas­ 
ures, stay close together and 
never 
marry 
outsiders. 
In 
this small town many fami­ 
lies interm arry. 
The C athedral Church at 
Bryn A thyn is the most elab­ 
orate place for Sw edenbor­ 
gian worship in the world. It 
was founded by one of its 
most 
devout 
followers, 
t^e 
millionaire John Pitcairn, the 
late father of H arold. 
john 
Pitcairn 
did 
not 
know 
when 
he 
gave 
the 
money for the erection of the church that air­ 
planes would land on its front lawn, and peo­ 
ple would fly over it, but he 
would not have 
objected. 
The 
founder of his religion, Em an­ 
uel Swedenborg, was an inventor as well as a 
theologian, and 
way back in the eighteenth 
century made an ingenious drawing of an air­ 
plane. 


he 
T I IS plane never flew, but the draw ing 
* * made is preserved carefully and worship­ 
fully in the library at Bryn A thyn. 
John Pitcairn came to the United States at 
tile age of four and started his career at the 
age of 11 as an office boy for the Pennsylvania 
railroad in Pittsburgh. 
H e advanced rapidly, 
later became associated with Andrew Carnegie 
in steel, and with other great captain* of m 
dustry in various corporations. 
T he crowning 
work of his business achievement* 
wa* the 
founding of the Pittsburgh P late Glass W orks, 
of which ha was president for half a century.

John Pitcairn was born into the Presbyterian 
faith, 
f fowever. lie became a Swedenborgian 
early in life before his children were born. H is 
three sons, Raym ond, 
I heodorr and H arold, 
were raised in strict adherence to the Sweden­ 
borgian beliefs. 
Pitcairn senior moved to Bryn A thyn some 
years ago and there became the guiding spirit 
of the small town. 
H e built himself a huge 
stone mansion on a high hill and lie rent his 
sons to the A cadem y of the new church. They 
grew up as children of simple tastes who con­ 
sidered themselves on an equal footing with the 
plain, sober villagers. 
In 1908 Bryn A thyn found that its frame 
chapel had grown too small for its growing 
needs.

mond Pitcairn. John s eldest son, has ambitions 
for additional cloisters and new and elaborate 
wings and towers that will take a long, tong 
time to complete. 
W hen the cathedral was begun. John P it­ 
cairn engaged R alph A dam s Cram , one of the 
most prominent architects in Am erica, to draw 
up the plans. 
M r. C ram designed a fifteenth 
century English Gothic structure, but alter the 
death of John Pitcairn, 
Raym ond 
Pitcairn, 
who took his father’* place in business, assumed 
tile supervision of the building himself, and set 
about to change much of what had already 
been erected. 
Raym ond Pitcairn, who lives in his father's 
mansion, prefers twelfth century French G oth­ 
ic. 
H e is fond of stained-glass windows and 
owns one of the most elaborate and extensive 
collections of church glass and Romanesque 
statuary in the country. 
M any of Ids treasures 
have been used as models for decorations in 
the cathedral. 
Just how much money the cathedral has 
cost, the Pitcairn! are not will'iig to say, but 
it is known that John Pitcairn, besides the 
money he gave dining his lifetime, left an ad­ 
ditional $ 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in his will for its con­ 
struction, and that hrs son Raym ond has been 
spending lavishly every year. 
H igh up on a knoll, overlooking die broad 
Pennsylvania valley, which slopes westward to 
the banks of the Pennypack Creek, the cathe­ 
dral looks like a picture right out of medieval 
Europe— until an airplane overhead snap* the 
spectator back and makes him re di/c this is the 
twentieth century.

SPURIOUS ARGUMENTS 


In the Los Angeles Examiner of last Sun 
day, there was 
a 
cartoon 
which presented 
“gangster crime” in the form of a gigantic and 
cruel fist, crushing to the earth a figure rep­ 
resented aa “the American people,” and along 
bolide these two figures was Uncle Sam, chain­ 
ed to “prohibition,” indicating a certain help­ 
lessness by reason of “prohibition.” 
The editorial which commented upon this 
cartoon, laid at prohibition’s door, gangster 
crime and indeed, all other crime. 
Let us ex­ 
amine the facts for a moment. 
W here is gangster crime at its best or at 
its worst? 
It pretty well dominates the city of 
Chicago, and has made great inroads, hand in 
hand with Tammany Hall, which is no bet­ 
ter than the gangsters themselves for exploi­ 
tation, in New York Qty, 
Have these cities been injured by prohibi­ 
tion? 
Does prohibition cut a serious figure in 
New York or Chicago? 
Why doesn’t Mr. 
Hearst, through the columns of his paper, tell 
how New York and Illinois are the two states 
in the Union, whose legislatures have passed 
law* repealing actually the law 
upon their 
statute books obligating the officials to en­ 
force prohibition? 
As long ago as when Governor Smith was 
in the chair at A lbany, this “ repealer” was 
passed, so that as far as state prohibition is 
concerned, there is nome in New York city, 
and in New York city gangster work and the 
robbery of the people has reached its highest 
degree. 
If there is any exception to the above state­ 
ment, it would be found in the city of Chicago, 
in Cook County, Illinois. 
Illinois is another 
state whose legislature passed a “ repealer,” so 
as to relieve the officials of the state from any 
obligation to enforce the prohibition law. 
It 
was vetoed by a governor, but that was the 
sentiment of the people,— that is the spirit of 
Chicago. 
Prohibition has nothing to do with Chicago. 
As far as the city government and the manage- 
I 


ment and direction is concerned, but her gang­ 
ster work is being carried on with full force, 
and soores of business interests are paying trib­ 
ute to this hearties* destructive power in the 
government. 
On the other hand, where prohibition is the 
recognized law of the land; where officials are 
elected in harmony with that spirit; there is 
no gangster business; crime has been reduced; 
drunkenness has been done away with, and 
everything good in society has been advanced. 
More than this, during the period when pro­ 
hibition was coming into this country, when 
I county after county was going “ d r y w h e n 
state after state was going “ dry,” crime actually 
decreased. 
Listen, not to a “ wet” newspaper, 
not to “wet” propaganda, but to the statement of 
Dr. George W. Kirchwey, President of the 
American Institute of Criminal Law and Crim­ 
inology, former Dean of Columbia University 
School of Law and former Warden of Sing 
Sing Prison, who said in the New York Times 
of May 26, 1929: 
“ * * * the official record 
covering the eighteen years 1910 to 1927 in­ 
clusive * * * shows a marked decline of from 
35 to 40 per cent in the general crime rate in 
die United State*.” 
When you find these crimes committed, trace 
them, and you will never find them connected 
with men and women who believe In prohibi­ 
tion. 
You will never find them growing in 
communities 
and 
dominating 
communities 
where prohibition is the dominant spirit. 
Facts tind figures,— truth have no effect upon 
many of these leaders of the “ wet” propaganda. 
For instance, in their comment, they are con­ 
stantly emphasizing the cost for “dry” enforce­ 
ment in order to break it down.

Aud in this same editorial, it suggests that 
the return of beer will bring prosperity. 
Germany has the beer! 
Why has it not pre­ 


vented economic chaos in Germany? 
Germany and Great Britain have the largest 
breweries in the world running full blast 
Why 
didn’t President Hindenburg order more beer? 
Why didn’t Ramsay MacDonald turn to the 
brewing interests for aid instead of appealing 
to the United States? 
One answer is that the people of both these 
countries are spending enough money for beer 
to pay the national debt. 
O f all Germany’s expenditure for food and 
drink, 27.74 per cent W AS FOR ALCO H OL! 
TH IS W AS ENOUGH TO FEED 13,633,355 
M ORE PEOPLE. 
The anuual drink bill of Great Britain (not 
counting the colonies) is $1,400,680,000. 
TH IS W OULD H AVE PAID TH E EN­ 
TIRE N A TIO N AL D EFICIT, making it un­ 
necessary for Great Britain to morrow $400,- 
000,000 from France and the United States and 
would have left a balance of over H ALF A 
BILLIO N DOLLARS FOR TH E RELIEF
